The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest, singularly or an obvious combination of a method of 
active motion therapy of limbs comprising the steps of filling bulk material of plastic 
pieces into a container, immersing the limb to be trained into a container and into the 
plastic pieces and exercising the limb with the bulk material wherein the plastic pieces 
comprise a first plane defined by a first substantially oval outer periphery of the shaped 
body of plastic pieces where the shaped body is symmetrical relative to a first plane, a 
second plane substantially perpendicular to the first plane and defined by a second 
substantially oval outer periphery of the shaped body, the shaped boy is asymmetrical 
relative to the second plane, and a third plane defined by a third outer periphery of the 
shaped body, the third plane is substantially perpendicular to the first plane and to the 
second plane where the shaped body is asymmetrical relative to the third plane as 
recited in claim 34.
